Eight years later he assumed 
the head of the business and retained the same until his 


death. He was appointed Aqueduct Commissioner by Mayor 
Hewitt in ISSS. Some of the buildings of this city built by 
Mr. Tucker are the Lenox Library, the College of Physi 
cians and Surgeons, in 59th St., the library and the new 
Hall of Fame of the New York University, the naval 
branch of the Brooklyn Young Men's Christian Associa 
tion, and the Smith Building at Broadway and Wall St 
He also built the homes of George Gould, W. V. Lawrence, 
Dr. M. Hoyt and C. L. Tiffany.

MINING.—Africa.—London papers state that reports 
from two experts have been received in London from dif- 
ferent parts of Africa which, if borne out by later de- 
velopments, are likely to have an important influence on 
the world’s gold and copper supply. One of the reports 
comes from Assinie, on the French Ivory Coast. This 
cable dispatch says that a reef of quartz gold & ft. wide 
and panning from two to eight ounces has been opened up 
on the Ivory Coast From North Rhodesia the British 
Chartered South Africa Co. has received news of the dis- 
covery of a copper field, estimated at 40 sq. miles. The 
field is situated 150 miles north of Victoria Falls, and 
runs thence to the Congo Free State. In the ancient mines 
dug by the natives and reopened by engineers in the em- 
ploy of the chartered company, copper assaying 44% is 
now being secured, besides a large percentage of silver 
So much importance does the chartered company attach to 
this discovery that the Cape to Cairo R. R. will be di- 
verted in order to pass through the copper fleld. Work on 
this section of the road has been ordered accelerated, and 
it is expected that it will be completed early in 103. 

ELECTRIC RAILWAY.—Sweden.—Robt. S. S. Bergh, 

. 8S. Consul at Gothenburg, Sweden, reports that the 
managers of the state railways are investigating the ques- 
tion of operating the roads by electricity instead of steam. 
——The board of managers for the Falun-Vesterdalarnes 
R. R. Co, has sent to the government a petition for the 
gradual adoption of electric locomotives, instead of steam 
engines, throughout the whole country, and the utiliza- 
tion of water power. The petition mentions that a ma- 
chine firm in Switzerland has made a proposition to use 
the Huber system, by which an electric current can be 
generated when a train passes down inclines, which cur- 
rent can be utilized by other trains on the same road. 
The Swiss firm proposes to furnish the necessary rolling 
stock, a Swedish company will supply the electric power, 
and the railroad company is to furnish railroad lines for 
the experiment. But cash is still needed for the building 
of transformers, for raising the current to 16,000 volts 
and changing the same from three-phase current to two- 
phase, for electric connection of the rails, etc., all of 
which it is estimated will cost $26,800. The petitioners 
ask the government to furnish the money needed. 

MACHINERY, ETC.—Germany.—U. S. Consul General 
S. W. Hanauer, of Frankfort, Germany, writes us as fol- 
lows regarding the state of the machinery trade, etc., in 
Germany: ‘‘According to Dr. Jastrow’s ‘Labor Corre- 
spndence,’ lack of employment makes itself felt more 
acutely in the machinery branch since the beginning of 
the new year. This is especially the case in the manu- 
facture of special machinery for factories such as sugar 
mills, wood working, paper mills, printing establishments 
and for mining. Some of the large mining companies are 
making their own machinery now. Prospects are better 
for textile machinery and locomotive works, the latter 
have received an order for 20 locomotives for French rail- 
roads; also orders from Cape Colony, Spain, East Indies 
and Italy. It must, however, be borne in mind that these 
foreign orders were only obtained on extremely low bids. 
The machine-tool manufacture, which for a long time past 
has been entirely dependent on foreign orders, had its 
chances reduced by the decree of the Austrian Ministry of 
Railroads to confine contracts to Austrian works. When 
the last contract was awarded German bids were not con- 
sidered. Car works are suffering from sharp competition; 
the new awards of the German railroads are not sufficient 
to make up for the lack of private orders. The bicycie 
manufacture is in a bad state. Only a few of the strong- 
est works, managing with the greatest economy, will be 
able to maintain themselves. The others will have to 
succumb.”’
